1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office Action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 14, 2006 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment to the claims filed September 8, 2006, has been entered.. 

Claims 1-6, 15, 34 and 35 have been canceled. 

Claim 16 has been amended. 

Claims 123-125 have been added. 

Claims 7-14, 16-33 and 36-125 are pending. 

Claims 7-14, 17-33 and 36-122 have been withdrawn as being directed to a non-elected 
invention.

9. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant's amendment to the claims and arguments have obviated the previous rejections of 
record. The instant methods of inducing apoptosis in an ovarian carcinoma cell/treating 
ovarian carcinoma with an anti-Regeneration and Tolerance Factor antibody appear to be free 
of the prior art. Accordingly the instant claims are deemed allowable. 

The following prior art is considered pertinent to applicant's claimed invention but has not 
been relied upon in a rejection: Aslakson et al. (Am J Hematol. 1999 May;61(l):46-52, cited 
herewith). This references teaches that B-cell tumors express Regeneration and Tolerance 
Factor and that anti-Regeneration and Tolerance Factor antibody is useful in treating such 
tumors (see, in particular Abstract, page 46). However, the prior art does not appear to teach 
or suggest the expression of Regeneration and Tolerance Factor on ovarian carcinoma cells.
